Stndcnts Are Responding Well to This

Indications at present point to the 
fact that, the canvass of the McGill Y. 
M. C. A. for funds will be a success. 
Those who arc acting as collectors for 
the various years arc going about their 
work in a systcmnlic manner that is 
bringing results. The work of the Y. 
M.C.A.— both for the McGill men at 
the front as well as the student here 
in the university— is recognized by all 
as worthy of support. It. is hoped that 
to-morrow night will show that the 
students have responded as they 
should to the appeal, and that Hie 
amount needed for the work of the. 
forthcoming year will have been 
raised. 



The third-year mechanical engineer- 
ing students, piloted by Prof. Roberts, 
left the Engineering Building shortly 
after 2 o'clock yesterday ufternoou en 
route for the Canadian Vickers. 

On arriving at the main entrance, 
there was a slight delay before gaining 
admittance owing to the strict regula- 
tions enforced. However, they were 
allowed to pass in, and were first con- 
ducted through the shops, where the 
frames of motor-boats for the (cen- 
sored) were being erected. They then 
Went into the smithy shop, where work 
on t lie plates for the Canadian ice- 
breaker was going ahead. 

When all the machinery and the lay- 
ing off floor had been examined, the 
party proceeded to where the Canadian 
Ice-breaker No. 1 was being built. It 
bad been started some time ago, but 
hud to be pulled apari when the rush 
orders for the submarines came. They 
had got the frame of the hull nearly 
rebuilt. The riveters were hard at 
work on the ribs, and the noise was 
deafening. Tho ice-breaker is L"J2 feet 
long and has a r>7 '/= foot beam, is 32 
feet deep and l'J foot draft. 

The next to be visited was the wood- 
working shop. After this had been 
gone through, the party went down to 
the dock and boarded the floating dry- 
dock, Duke of Connaught, which was 
in two sections, and was moored to 
the dock inside the Vlckers basin. 
After its chief features had been point- 
ed out and explained, the party went 
around to the other side of the basin 
(which was the land side) and inspect- 
ed more or the aforementioned motor- 
boats that were In more advanced 
stages, and were propped up on the 
bank. There were some nearly com- 
pleted lying in the water. They were 
painted a grey body and red bottom. 
Altogether there were about twenty- 
five or more under construction and 
about ten nearly completed. 

The mechanicals then entered the 
shop where the rough forging and 
some of the machinery was being done 
on high explosive shells. Here they 
discussed a 12-poundèr, covered up 
with a tarpaulin. When they had gone 
through this shop, they went over to 
the shop outside the grounds, where 
the high explosive shells were ma- 
chined and prepared for shipment. 
This last shop concluded the tour of 
the works, which had taken two and a 
half hours, and the fourteen members 
of the party wended their way home- 
wards, having heartily enjoyed the 
afternoon.

An appreciative number of members 
of the Architectural Association were 
treated to a my interesting talk :.y 
Mr. D. Mactennnn. After the minutes 
of the previous .meeting were rcaj and 
approved, Mr. Booth, the chairman In- 
troduced Mr. Maclcunan, a McGill 
graduate In architecture. Shortly after 
receiving his degree in 1914, Mr, M*c- 
lennan enlisted w ith the Fifth Battery 
as a gunner. Ile was not in any big 
engagement until Ypres. While bis 
officers were being Instructed at «\r- 
ruentleres, Mr. Maclennan was resting 
up about fifteen miles from Ypres. It 
was on the 17th of April that the bat- 
tery received orders to go forward to 
Ypres. The Canadians were at tills 
time holding about 5,000 yards of 
trenches, which were in the form of a 
horseshoe. The first few days were 

I quiet, but the bombardment soon be- 
gun. Mr. Maclcnnan's battery saw the 
action starting on Hill 60, and also had 
tho satisfaction of seeing a German 
aviator brought to earth. 

The ammunition supplied to the bat- 
teries had to be brought up by two 
roads, both of which passed through 
Ypres. It was for this reason that 
Ypres was continually bombarded. 
For two weeks tlie city burned, and 
all that is now left is a heap of ruins. 
Perhaps twelve waggons of ammuni- 
tion would start out and only two or 

j three succeed in reaching the battery. 

I At one tJme the aramunitoln w as Hm- 

I iled to two rounds per gun. Mr. Jlac- 

I lennan mentioned the fact that Allen 
Murchison, a McGill graduate, rond- 

! ercd great .service in supplying the 

j batteries. 

I It was on the. afternoon of the 22nd 
lot April that the Germans used their 
jgas for the first time. The attack was 
! entirely unexpected— more especially 
■ the use of the deadly gas. The French 
; native troops were panic-stricken, and 
j towards five o'clock that afternoon 
i streams of Turcos, wounded, gassed or 
panic-stricken, passed the battery. 

The result of this gas was that the 
Germans captured 5,000 yards of 
trenches. Had the enemy advanced 
much further, a bag of 50,000 prison- 
ers would have resulted. Tho Cana- 
dians retreated to straighten out the 
line. This line remains much the 
same at the present lime. 

Mr. Maclennan described the gas as 
yellow smoke, aud by the time the gas 
reached tlie battery two miles back, it 
had lost much of its strength. The 
gas produced a tickling sensation in 
the throat. At. the time Mr. Maclcn- 
nan was not greatly affected, but later 
he became worse and returned home 
in August. 

As the ground about Ypres is flat 
and unsuitcd for cover, the position of 
the batteries were usually located 
after a few hours, This occasioned 
much moving around, which was very 
difficult. 

Mr. Maclennan then staled he was 
ready to answer any questions about 
the battle. Much interest was evinced 
as to the size of tho gas and the shells. 
A thing which strikes one is the cheer- 
ful spirit of the British soldier under 
trying circumstances. 

After the applause had subsided, a 
vole of thanks was passed to Mr. Mac- 
lennan. He replied in very modest 
terms and stated that be was only too 
glad to speak to the association. 

Owing to the decreased membership, 
It was decided to dispense with the 
proposed separate architectural lib- 
rary. 

In future meetings are to be held on 
the first Wednesday of each month, 
and an effort will be made to provide 
refreshments. Any people interested 
in architecture are invited to join tin 
association. 

As no further business was on hand, 
the meeting adjourned.

Stadium Scene of Successful 
Sports Staged by the Sher- 
brooke street Soldiers. 



VETERAN GIVES LECTURE 



Lieut. Pemberton, P. P. C. L. I., 
Back From Front Talks to 
Fourth Company. 



The Fourth University Company 
yesterday held one of the most suc- 
cessful sports days this season. Every 
one of the Unit took part In one or 
more of the events, as is evidenced by 
the largo entry lists in the various 
contests. The officers entered thor- 
oughly into the spirit of the sports, 
and those that were not taking part in 
the athletic competition, stood by and 
acted as judges, and looked after the 
entries to the different events. The 
Company sports were held at the Mc- 
0111 Stadium aud In spite of the dif- 
ficulty of athletics in smooth-soled 
service boots and tight puttees some 
very good time was made. 

Results of Events. 

Fifty-four men entered for the Kto 
yard dash: 1st, Dcltz; 2nd, Blott; Grd, 
J. Browne. 

Thirty-six entered for the 220 yards, 
which event was won by: 1st, Lance- 
Corp. MacLcan: 2nd, Pte. Gcddes; 3rd, 
Fte. Ferrlcr. 

The 440. In which eighteen entered, 
was won by: 1st, L. A. Brown; 2nd, 
Pte. Wells. Next came the Fat Man's 
Race, which proved to be very amus- 
ing to the onlookers, as all the "big" 
men of the company were in it. no one 
being allowed to compete unless over 
ISO pounds in weight. This event was 
won by: 1st. Pte. A. Black; 2nd, Pte. 
Lewis; 3rd, Roach, and had altogether 
thirteen entrants. 

The next two events were also of an 
amusing aspect to the onlookers, the 
first being the Pick-a-back vace, In 
which twenty-five teams, or fifty men 
participated. Pte. Fuller and Erb came 
first, while as a close second came 
Ftes. Mount and Richardson. 

This was followed by the Human 
Wheel-barrow Race, which was won 
by; 1st, Ptes. Fldler and Fenwick, and 
2nd. Ptes. Hall and Traunwieser, and 
in this there were thirty-two teams 
entered or sixty-four men in total. 

The closest event of the programme 
was the mile, which was then run off. 
The whole time it was a struggle of 
supremacy between Lieut.

The next event, the Broad Jump, 
was won by: 1st. Lieut. Higgins (16 
ft., 9 in.) 2nd, Pte.Tjcltz (16 ft. 8 in.) 
and 3rd, Pte. J. Brown (15 ft. 6 in.)

Hawthorne came 1st, getting ten, or 
fifty per cent, of the bombs in, while 
Pte. Bromley was a close second, with 
nine bombs in the square. 

Platoons Competed. 

The Pick-a-back Wrestling was one 
of the chief events of the morning, and 
in this event ten teams, or twenty men 
from competing platoons were lined up 
facing each other, and on the word 
started at each other across a hollow 
square of spectators, and "engaged." 
All rode pick-a-back and the winning 
platoon was declared as that side 
which first had all the opposing 
platoon thrown on the ground.

HEARD GERMANS TALK 



Mining and Counter-Mining Only 
Activities Along Patricias' 
Front. 



How he journeyed with a patrol to 
within a few yards of the German 
trenches and returned to his own quar- 
ters uuscathed aud unnoticed, is relat- 
ed in a letter received recently from 
Corp. W, H. Harkness, Sci. '17. who 
went overseas with the Second Univer- 
sities Company, and is now attached 
to the Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry. Mining and counter- 
mining were the only activities on the 
Princess Pats' front at the time of the 
writing of Corp. Hurkness' letter, who 
also tells of the arrival with the regi- 
ment of Capt. McDougall, Capt. Mol- 
ons, and Llcuts. Currie and Mackenzie, 
originally with the Second Company, 
Corp. Harkness writes: 

"As 1 said, we have been in the 
trenches again, and, fortunately, our 
platoon had no casualties beyond a 
couplo of the fellows getting slight 
cuts fram shots hitting the parapet 
and scattering dirt, otc. This time 1 
was out on a patrol in front of the 
trenches. Wc were only 45 yards from 
the Germans, and four of us went out 
about half-past six and were out two 
hours. Wc were about twenty yards 
from the German trenches. There 
were two bomb-throwers, another fel- 
low and myself. Our object was to 
find out what the German digging 
party we heard was doing. Wc got 
out through an old trench leading out 
under our parapet, and walked about 
fifteen yards under cover, then had to 
get down and crawl on our stomachs 
the rest of the way to a place where 
the two bomb-throwers left us to 
watch while they went on ahead. We 
lay there in the grass and listened, 
while the other two, who were old 
hands, crawled on ahead. We found 
out that the digging that night at least 
was behind their lines, so we crawled 
back to our own trenches. They sent 
up a few flares while wo were out, and 
we had to arop to the ground and stay 
quiet until they died down., A few 
shot6 whistled over near us, but they 
were just chance shots, as they did 
not sec us or they would have used a 
machine gun. Each of tho bombers 
carried five bombs besides their rifles, 
while we had our rifles, so we would 
have been able to put up quite a good 
fight If we had met a German patrol. 
We were so close that we could hear 
them cough and talk and laugh. It 
made me a little r»?rvous at first, but 
I got used to it. Still I was glad when 
we stepped jver our own barbed wire 
and got back into iur own trenches! 
The rest of the time it was quiet, and 
the weather was fine, so we didn't have 
a bad time. 

"You say you wonder where wc are. 
Naturally I can't say, but I think that 
it is all right to say that the place wc 
left a month ago was Armentlercs, so 
you see that we missed tho big Bcrap 
around there just by a couple of 
weeks. Oh, well, our turn will come. 
Where wc are now the Germans are 
mining under U3 and wo are mining 
under them. It is Just a matter of 
time, but I think wc will get there 
first and blow them up before they get 
there to do the same. 

"We are out for a rest again. Capt. 
McDonald, Capt. Molson. Mr. Currie 
and Mr. Mackenzie, four of the six of- 
ficers of our company, came out yes- 
terday, and I was talking to them this 
morning. Gee! wc were all glad to 
see them. Wc arc short of officers, 
and are mighty glad that they are the 
ones who came. Major Gault also 
came out. Capt. McDonald expects the 
Third Company out in about three 
weeks. Mr. Mackenzie said that It was 
a fine company. He was in command 
of it for a while while he was at 
Shorncliffe, as their own officers are 
not coming over yet. Wc don't yet 
know when our officers will be posted, 
hut when Mr. Mackenzie heard that 
we, his old platoon, were In No. 1 Com- 
pany, he said he would try and get In 
It himself. I hope he does, as ho Is a 
fine man and a very good officer."

Fifth Year Medical 

Take a Special Course 
• to Qualify. 



Students 



Word has been received at Halifax 
from Ottawa authorizing the formation 
of a Dalhousio Stationary Hospital of 
four hundred beds for service abroad. 
Tho first movement towards some such 
thing came from the fifth-year medical 
students of last year, who desired to 
form an ambulance corps to go with 
the second contingent. Their request 
was transmitted by the university to 
the authorities at Ottawa last October. 
The corps did not materialize, how- 
ever, as it did not 111 In with anytning 
the Government required, says the 
Dalhousle Gazette. 

As the fifth-year medicals were not 
to be denied, the university then made 
arrangements with Colonel Grant, the 
medical officer of the 6th Division, 
whereby men of the last year in medi- 
cine might qualify for the medical 
corps. This course was takcu by eight 
of the men. Six qualified iu Decem- 
ber. 

With such a spirit abroad among the 
students, It was not long before the 
Idea of a Dalbousie Stationary Hospi- 
tal came to the front. Its leaders 
were the doctors of the jnedical fac- 
ulty. On November 28, 1914, the presi- 
dent, in the name of the Dalhousle 
University, wired to the Militia De- 
partment at Ottawa offering to recruit 
for overseas service a stationary hos- 
pital composed of Dal. medical men. 
graduates and students. The Depart- 
ment in turn transmitted the offer to 
the British War Council, who wired 
Dr. Mackenzie In December, thanking 
the university, but expressing regret 
that Just then they had no opening for 
such a unit. 

Matters stood thus till April. 1915, 
when the offer was again made by tne 
president. Still the War Office said it 
had no place for another hospital. In 
September. Dr. Mackenzie renewed the 
offer. This Urne a more favorable re- 
ception greeted It. Ottawa approved, 
and again cabled the offer ts London. 
The War Council accepted It with 
Ottawa. Ottawa then asked tLat an of- 
ficer commanding be chosen. The lot 
fell upon Dr. John Stewart, LL.D., Mc- 
Gill '11 Final orders are now being 
awaited from headquarters. Very 
soon, however, an announcement may 
be expected as to the personnel of the 
medical staff, nurses and privates. 
Any delay in the going forward of this 
unit that may ensue is due entirely to 
the Government's inability at once to 
provide the necessary equipment.

The Artillery unit from Queen's 
University, has been accepted by the 
Militia Department, and the work of 
organization has already been started. 
As yet it it not definitely known whe- 
ther this will be a light or heavy bat- 
tery, but judging from the fact that 
militia orders call for 200 N.C.O.'s and 
men and 6 officers, it will bo a heavy 
battery. The light artillery does not 
need nearly this strength to operate. 
Of the 200 men, 70 will be drivers, the 
remaining ISO men will bs made up of 
graduates, under-graduatcs and their 
friends. Artillery is the second high- 
est aim of military service and highly 
trained men are needed. Since the 
individual counts for more here than 
he does in infantry, Queen's men will 
act as officers, N.C.O.'a and gunners. 

This battery will go as far as Eng- 
land as a unit and no drafts will be 
taken from it while It is in training 
in Canada. 

Already about half of the required 
number have signified their intention 
pf joining the corps. On Saturday, a 
meeting was called by Major (Jill and 
attestation papers were given out. 
Those who havo filled in the papers 
will be medically examined at the 
Military Hospital on .Monday, Nov. 1st. 
The oath will be taken before Magis- 
trate Farrell and then as soon as the 
papers have passed through the prop- 
er; channels the men will be placed on 
the pay roll. 

It is expected that uniforms will be 
on hand within a couple of weeks. As 
soon as the old Collegiate on Clergy 
street is properly equipped, the men 
will go into barracks there. Every- 
thing is being done to make this place 
as comfortable as possible. As soon 
as a sufficient number have been pass- 
ed by the medical examiner, foot drill 
and physical drill will be held dally, 
at hours so arranged as not to con- 
flict with class work. In case or un- 
favorable weather, physical drill in 
the gymnasium will lake the place of 
the foot drill. During the winter cer- 
tain lectures will be given on such 
subjects as slinging gun.'?, lashing and 
knotting. 

All possible haste is being made 
by those in charge to gei the work 
started and it is expected th,-.l this 
unit will be as successful and as com- 
petent as the other Queen's units-, now 
at tho front . Although no concessions 
will lie made as to classes, the Senate 
will take into full consideration the 
sacrifices made and to bo made by the 
members.

REVISION OF 
BASKETBALL 
REGULATIONS 



Single Code of Rules Have Been 
Formulated For All Ama- 
teur Games. 



NEW GUIDE PUBLISHED 



Many Improvements Have Been 
Made in Set of Rules 
For 1915-16. 



The new American Basketball Guide 
for the 1U15-16 season has been pub- 
lished. For the first time iu many 
years it contains only one set of rules, 
a set that will govern all amateur 
basketball games. 

In the past there have been two dis- 
tinct sets of basketball rules — those of 
Jhp National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
"ciatlon and those of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Association. There were many 
differences between the two, and this 
created dissatisfaction and misunder- 
standing, as there was no common 
basis on which two teams that were 
accustomed to different codes could 
meet. These differences were present 
even among college and school teams, 
although during the past two years the 
college rules had gained greatly in 
popularity and were being widely 
used. 

Several efforts have been made dur- 
ing the last three years to bring the 
two committees together for the pur- 
pose of agreeing upon a uniform code, 
but nothing was ever accomplished. 
Last spring, however, a joint commit- 
tee, composed of three representatives 
from the National Collegiate A. A. and 
A.A.U., and the International Y.M. 
C.A., held a scries of meeting* which 
resulted in the formulation of the code 
of rules Just published. Dr. J. B. 
Raycroft, of the Princeton University 
Faculty, who is chairman of the col- 
legiate rules committee, was chairman 
of this joint committee also. 

Collegiate Itules in Main. 

A careful consideration was given to 
the two sets of rules, and the best 
point? of each code were adopted. In 
some cases entirely new rules wore 
formulated. In the main, however, the 
collegiate rules were followed exclu- 
sively. 

The official Guide is divided up Into 
four parts. The first part deals with 
Items of general interest, such as the 
history of the game, and the general 
Interpretation of the rules. The sec- 
ond is devoted to the Y.M.C.A., be- 
cause this is the oldest basketball or- 
ganization. The A.A.U., the next rule- 
making body, is treated of in the third, 
and schools and colleges In the 
rourth. 

Dr Raycroft has edited the com- 
ments on the rules, and on ihe inter- 
pretation of them, He points out that 
an effort has been made to state the 
rules as definitely as possible, which 
is something that has not been accom- 
plished heretofore. All the rules per- 
taining to a certain subject have been 
gathered in one place, instead of being 
scattered under several heads. Efforts 
have been made. also, to reduce the 
unsportsmanlike features of the game. 
One of the new rules in this latter 
direction is as follows: "When a ref- 
eree has awarded the ball to a player 
out-of-bounds, an opponent, may no 
touch it and so check the play until 
his team mates have 'covered Iheir 
opponents.' " This will also serve to 
prevent one of the common causes or 
delay in the games.
